Tho roason why children dio, is bo- 
enuso they aro not Taken care of. From 
tho day of birth they are stnffed with 
food, nnd choked with physic, sloshed 
with water, -suffocated in hot rooms,' 
steamed in bed-clothes. So much fur 
in-door. 
THieo jferraittod to brcatho 
a breath of puro air once a week in 
summer, and once or twice during the 
colder months, only the nose is permit­ 
ted to peer into daylight. 
A little la tor 
they aro scut out with no clothing at 
alt on the parts of the body which most 
need protection. 
Hare legs, bare arms, 
bare necks, girted middle, with an in­ 
verted umbrella to collect the air and 
chill the other parts of t%p body.

stout, strong man goes ont in a cold 
day with gloves and orercoi-t, woolen 
stockings, and thick,double-soled boots, 
with cork between aud rubbers over.— 
The same da}' a child of three years 
old, an infant in flesh, and blood, and 
bone, and constitution, goes out with 
shoes as thin as paper, cotton socks, 
legs uncovered to the knees, neck bare; 
an exposure which would disable the 
nnrse, kill the mother outright, and 
make tho fallieran invalid for weeks. 
And why? 
To harden them to a modo 
of dross which they uro never expected 
to practice. 
To accustom them to ex­ 
posure which, a dozen years later, 
would bo considered downright foolery. 
To rear a child thus lo r tho tjlnugbtor- 
pen, and then leave it to tho Lord, is 
too bad. 
We don't think the Almighty 
had any hand in it. 
And to draw com­ 
fort from tho presumption that he has 
an agency in the death of the child, is 
a profanation.—Halt’s Journal of Health.

In transplanting extra 
si/.ed trees, it would be an indispensa- 
ble appliance, in order to, settle the 
roots properly. Having planted the 
tree, Iho next point is to keep it thore. 
This must bo done by slivkes, driven 
around the tree, from which several 
ropes are secured to tho stem, binding 
a piece of woolen cloth around the tree 
before securing the cords, so that the 
bark may bo protected from chafing. 
True-guards or fences with various other 
devices for securing trees against dis- 
turbance have been employed. The 
disturbance of tho tree in the soil is a 
great drawback to its growth.
